DWARF HYBRID DAHLIAS. 


The vogue of these Dwarf Dehlias,is spreading. For a number of 
years,they have heen used for bedding purposes in Englend,and the sales 
have steadily mounted.As they are easily grown from seed,and may be had 
in flower quite early,continuing thruout the summer,they have been a 
cheap and satisfactory substitute for the Geranium.And,with the coming 
of colors and types other than the originel red Coltness Gem,they have 
found their way into mixed plantings as well. 


We have found that for our cool springs,with late planting to 

escape frost,a necessity,the potted seedling plant is best.But the extra 
weight,and care required in shipping these to any distance,caused us to 
attempt growing them from dried tubers.We found them entirely satisfactory, 

the resulting plant flowering while still small,and the growth very 
strong,stocky and plentiful.The tubers sre small,firm,and store well.so 
that,iast year,we raised a quantity of both the Coltness and the Unwin 
strains,and this spring,we have the dry tubers to offer,at a much lower 
price,due to the seving in carrying costs,and packing material. 


Plant these tubers as you would any other Dahlia,but set them about 
twelve inches apart,if wanted for close bedding effect.Or scatter them 
thruout your Perennial borders,where they will delight with bright starry 
flowers,some three inches across,from July,on.

selecting seed of the white flowered form,until we can depend on it to 
give 100% true white blooms,of good size,and quality,and plants of 
vigor.The flowers are pure glistening white,and much as we like the 
true Pasque Flower,or its earlier cousin,the Vernel Anemone,we confess 
to stealing out et every opportunity,when the White Pasque Flower is 
im bloom.And so will you,if you will buy them right awey,for you cen 
enjoy them this Meay,if you hurry.

ASTER BARR'S PINK. 


Berr’s Pink hardy aster is a grend improvement over the old rosy 
form of the native New England Aster.The flower is larger,end the color 
is clearer and brighter,without any of the objectionable fading tendency 
of n.a@.roseus.In growth,it is identical,a typical New Englender.aA tall 
strong stem,to four and five feet,crowned with a branching head two 
feet or more across.NoO troubles seem to affect the foliage,and while the 
stem will need a stake,if it is fully exposed to the wind,it is lerge 
and strong enough to support the head,if tied properly,a few feet above 
the ground.This Aster is fine for the background of the border,for 
fall color.it hasn't shown too rampant tendencies.It is ironcled in

This Astilbe has the finely divided foliege,and the large woody 
root crown of the commonly grown Astilbe Queen Alexendra.But it stands 
far above the heads of all the older sorts,when in bloom.One need not 
fear that it will take posession of the gerden as the old Spirea palmata 
used to do.But its tall,gracefully drooping spike of red-lilec flowers 
is a fine change from the stiffly erect panicles of the older sorts,and 
make it fine either as & specimen,or as & part of the border background. 
While we have hed this for severel years,we hseve been prone to over- 
look it because of the advantages ettached to the shorter sorts.Lest 
year,before we divided the crowns,in midsummer,they had flowered heavily, 
and we decided to give it a good word at the first opportunity. ALSO- 
Astilbe Professor Ven der Weilen,is identicel,seve that the flowers ere 
white.Both stend nearly five feet tall,in bloom.

DORONICUM CORDIFOLIUM. 


Our mother once remarked that she didn’t care what color a flower 
was,-so long as it was yellow.Perheps that accounts for our partiality 
to the Leopardbanes,of which this is one. But it must be admitted,that 
when the common D.caucassicum has spread thru a bed of other plents,to 
come up everywhere,and demend spading out,then we get ae little tried. 
So,when this plent first flowered for us,a few years ago--we purchased it 
from a great firm of Hardy Plantsmen--we admired its shining yellow 
daisies,but that was all.Then visitors began to ask for it,and to send 
others in for it,and we suddenly discovered that it wasn't the spreading 
sort,and would have to be given kindly consideration,if we were to 
supply the demand.Since that time,we have increased it as fast as we 
could.Last winter,we forced it in five inch pans,and it was rine.And now 
we have some fine strong young crowns,for flowering this spring.The 
growth is low,perhaps to twelve inches,and the single yellow flowers are 
carried above the foliage,continuing over several weeks,on an established 
plant.The roots meke a fine clump,the light green leaves lest well into 
summer,and are always neat and attractive.Seems at home in any good soil.

GEUM RIVALE LEONARD'S VARIETY. 


We all know the splendid flowers of the Geums Vrs.Bredshaw,and

The word Mendrake conveys varied impressions.The first perhaps is 
medicinal;the next of swampy ground;and to a few,it recalls the May- 
Apple of youthful days.As to its medicinal value,we make no claims.But 
as @ swamp plant it will grow in ordinary moist gerden loam,if given a 
little shade.Personally,in more mature days,we find the May Apple flavor 
a disappointment,-like many other childhood memories.But it is an edible 
berry,if you insist. 

If you have a thicket of shrubs,on soil not tos stony and dry,you 
will find the Mandrake will thrive among the roots.It will grow under 
Apple trees;the north side of buildings,and in other places in the 
gerden which are difficult to cover.And as the large leaves unfold,and 
attain size,until they overlap;until much later they yellow and die, 
they are interesting,unusual,and useful.The white flowers are hidden by 
the leaves,and the berry thet follows is red.Grows about eight inches 
high,from spreading fleshy roots.-25¢ each;10 for $1.50;100 for g12.00,-PP. 


PENSTEMON GRANDIFLORUS. 


The Beardstongues are almost entirely,if not wholly,an American 
plant family.But of all the varied forms native to this continent,none 
holds our interest more than does this one.Many we have found not to be 
hardy.Some are too much so.Others have no charm of coloring.This is 
hardy,does not take over the garden,and is charming at all times.The 
glaucus blue leaves form a flat rosette,in Spring and Fall.iIn June the 
flower stem stands sturdily erect to about two feet,with leaves of the 
same grey~blue.The flowers are in a spike at the top,each individual 
one being an inch or more long,end half an inch across-rosy purple tubes 
which blend besutifully with the foliage.After flowering,when cut down, 
the plant foliage is immediately good agein.A native of the western 
Plains country,it stands dry conditions,eand seems at home on any except 
the coldest and wettest soils.If you have never grown this plent,won't 
you try just one,on our recommendation.Please!
